This work is not intended for a complete report, as from a commander, of what everv de 
tachmentdidon the Indian Expedition; neither is it a criticism on the actor actsofany one. 
Yet it is hoped that ,it will be sufficiently minute to give all the details which any soldier will 
wish to remember, and convey to all who were not on the Expedition, more of its reality 
than could be obtained from any other source. The Author has omitted nearly all that 
part which criticised the action of the authorities, during the campaign, but the reader 
will clearly see what' his opinion is of the management and results of the Expedition, 
which opinion he ventures is the universal sentiment of the soldiers, if not of all in the 
State. The Journal is presented to the pnblic, just as written, taking the reader along as 
the soldier went, one day in advance, another in the rear—on the advance or rear guards, 
&c.,—thinking that the experience thus obtained will show the whole workings of the 
Expedition, as well, and better even, than could be by one who was constantly in one 
position. While the Author mentions frequently his company and regiment, it must be 
remembered that each company and regiment occupied, respectively, the same positions, 
in their regular alternation. The statistics in regard to the number of troops were 
obtained from Regimental books; tbe names of companies from Orderly Sergeants; 
therefore, the Author feels warranted in saying that they are correct, and the record ol 
names better than any heretofore offered. The whole is offered as a handy reference book 
for soldiers who were on the Expedition, and their friends ; and if it serves to remind the 
soldier of each place and event, on the weary march across the plains of Minnesota and 
JIakota, a march not often equalled in the history of campaigns, its purpose will be 
accomplished.

Thus, on page 5, the second paragraph of the jour¬ 
nal should have ended with the words “Camp Crooks ’’— 
whereas, the name of the camp is actually printed at the 
beginning of the next succeeding paragraph. The same 
error occurs nearly all through the journal, a circum- 
•tanco which the reader is requested to be.ar in mind as 
he proceeds. On page 13, for another example, “ Camp 
Etees ’’ should be at the end of the 13th line, and the 
word “on’’should be omitted. i?o “Camp Slaughter” 
should finish line 25, on 14th page. Tho name of the

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SIBLEY’S INDIAN EXPEDITION. 


Companies A, C, and K, of the 6th regi¬ 
ment, under Major McLaren, occiipied Camp 
Pope, Minn., on the 20th day of April, 1863. 
Capt. Grant, Co. A, asanined coniman<l next 
day, and retained it until relieved by Major 
Bradley of the 7th. The troops and stores | 
which were to be used on the. .expeditioin I 
were constantly arriving from that time until | 
June 13th. Gen. Sibley and staff arrived on j 
the 9th, and an order was received on the i 
l.)th, announcing the movement of the expe- ; 
ditionary force next day, and determining 
the line of march, as follows : 

Headquarters, followed by a section of, 
battery, a battalion of cavalry, and part of 
the train. The 6th, 7th, and 10th regiments, 
with 100 wagons of the provision train, aud 
a section of battery between each, followed, 
and a section of battery and battalion ef 
cavalry followed these last. The camp guard 
brought up the rear. Two battalions of cav¬ 
alry acted as flankers, going in squads of 
from half a mile to a mile of the train. The 
infantry regiments alternated in moving in 
the advance, and the cavalry battalions alter¬ 
nately acted as flankers aud in going in ad¬ 
vance. About 7 o’clock m., June 16th, | 
the different parts of the train, and the troops I 
began to assume their respective places in 
the line, and before noon, Camp Pope was ! 


j nearly deserted. Rear guard led camp at 
11 .V. M. The day was cool, so that the in¬ 
fantry, notwithstanding their knapsacks, did 
not suffer. Made eight miles and camped 
near Minnesota River. 

Gamp Crooks—Wednesday evening, 17th, 
—On the classic ground of VVood Lake, with¬ 
in a few rods of the battle ground last Pall. 
Have made 14 miles. Pretty warm. The 
6th rested some time on a’ little bluff which 
commanded quite a good view of the whole 
train, stringing out over the prairie, before 
and behind as far as the eye could discern 
through the dusk. Found some cool water 
at, Rice Creek, in a spring. The train was 
a long time cros.sing. Cool to-night. 

Camp Miller—Thursday.—High wind all 
day. Most too much to be agreeable. Came 
through»the upper Agency, the ruins of a 
fine place once, crossing the Yellow Medi¬ 
cine river, aud camped on Red Iron Creek, 
about two P. M. Are close by the creek. 
There is a fine spring fifty rods southj Our 
mail reached us to-night. Distance ten miles. 

Camp Baker—Friday, 19th.—Rested to¬ 
day. Owing to rough roads and dry weather, 
the barrels of hard bread have been much 
broken up and have to be overhauled and 
repacked, and the barrels coopered. To-day 
is most.disagreeably wet and cold. 
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Satnrday, 20th.—A severe march. Started : 
with the rain drizzling down, and wind blow- ; 
ing very eold. We expected to stop near I 
Camp "Relea.se, but are within six miles of 
Lac Qui Parle. Have made 18 miles. The ; 
weather is very cold for June 20th. The j 
boy.s go around shivering in their overcoats, i 

Camp McPhaill, Sabbath.—Rest. Not so | 
cold as yesterday, but not comfortably warm | 
yet. We are getting recruited and rested ] 
after yesterday'.^ .severe tramp. i 

Monday evening.—A very severe march. ! 
Were all much exhausted. We were within ! 
Eve miles of the Intfals or Rainy river, and 
the Oth being in the rear did not cross until 
the whole train had preceded us. It was 
noon and very warm, when w'e had reached 
the level [irairie on the left bank of the river. 
The remaining ten miles was marched more 
rapiilly, and the knapsacks weighed heavily, i 
before we came in sight of camp. After we 
got there we found that the pond, on which 
it was located was very filthy and green; 
the worst water we had seen ; but we 
must use that or none. Had the joyful 
announcement, that we need not carry 
•ur knapsacks any more. Distance fifteen 

Camp Ramsey, Tuesday evening.—Started 
with lighter loads and lighter hearts. Never¬ 
theless, the weather is extremely warm, the 
ground parched, and cracked open in many 
places, the grass dried up, water to be found 
«nly in sloughs, and then oflFensive and im¬ 
pure; so that before we have made twelve or 
fifteen miles we are wearied, and we are all 
glad to come in sight of camp, and then 
form our )ine, stack arm.s, take off our accou¬ 
trements, break into columns, and rest! We 
have been crossing a boundless prairie, 
which stretches off till it apparently blends 
with the 8ky,sometime.s,bythe action of heat, 
making a mirage of timber and lakes. The 
train moves slowly along, rolling up great 
clouds of dust, and we march along mechan¬ 
ically, glad to drop down and rest whenever 
the bugle sounds halt! We are camped, 
again, on a filthy pond, and it is only a mile 
to a fine stream, the Yellow Earth river. 
Di.stance fifteen miles. 

Camp Averill, Wednesday.—Co. II was on 
guard last night, and came in the rear to-day, 
under Capt Ambler. Did not reach camp 
until nearly sundown. Crossed Yellow 
Earth river this morning, and Whetstone 
river as we neared camp. We are now in 
Dacotah. The effects of drouth are every¬ 


where apparent. A. great fire swept over 
the prairie to our right, to-day, towards the 
river. An Indian dog ran over the burnt 
ground, and was chased by some of the rear 
guard, and a black ox came into camp. 
These are indications that there are Indians 
about. Distance fourteen mile.s. 

Camp Marshall, Thursday.—Have been 
inarching northward, up the west side ef Big 
Stone Lake, keeping within a mile or two of 
it. Are camped on a little lake, called Swan 
Lake. March not so severe. Distance 
twelve miles. 

Camp Jennison, Friday, 26lh.—A short 
march. Reached the head of Big Stone 
Lake, and are camped on the level plain be¬ 
tween it and Lake Traver.se. Minnesota 
river runs by the east side of camp. It is a 
very small stream here. One could jump 
across it in some places. We are to rest 
a while here. There is better grass for the 
mules than we have seen before, since we 
left Camp Pope. Distance ten miles. 

Camp McLaren. Total from Camp Pope, 
IIG miles. From Fort Snelling, 2:1G miles. 
Saturday—Spent by nearly all in washing 
and bathing in the clear waters of Big Slone 
Lake and Lake Traverse, but especially the 
latter, as it; is not more than IJ or 2 miles, 
and Big Stone Lake is more than 2 miles 
from camp. V'cry warm day. “ The Daco- 
tabs,” or ridge of bluffs appear in the west, 
and the bodies of timber look like patches of 
hazel brush. They are from ten to fifteen 
miles distant. Two Indian villages are here. 
Standing Buffalo’s and Sweet Corn’s—the 
former in Minne.sota and the latter in Daco- 
tah. The camp is on both sides the line, I 
think. An iron post, a mile or more north, 
marks the division line. 

Sunday, 28th.—Rest. On account of dep- 
red.ntions committed at Indian graves, the 
guard instructions are very strict, aad none 
can pass the lines without special permission. 
Chaplains Light of the 7th, and Lathrop of 
the 10th, held divine services in their respect¬ 
ive camps. 

Monday, 2!)th.—To-morrow we strike tents 
again, and a detatchinent consisting of Com¬ 
panies H, of the (ith, I of the 7th, H of the 
9th, some pioneers, and three comjianies of 
the l.st battalion of the Rangers, Companies. 
G, under the command of Lt. Col. 

.\verill, escort a train to Ft. Abercrombie, 
to procure more supplies for the expedition. 
Owing to the extreme drouth, many think 
the expedition can not get much farther. 
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June 30th.—All mustered for pay in the ! 
morning. Main column moved northwest, 
and made eight miles, camping on a little 
lake. 1 

Camp Bradley.—The detachment moved 
down Lake Traverse. Men rode alternately, 
by platoons. Made 20 miles and camped on 
ail extensive plain, near the waters of the 
lake, which here, is only an extensive swamp. 
Very filthy water. 

Camp Parker, July 1st.—Main column 
moved on in the same direction 10 miles. 

Camp Cook.—Detachment made a great 
distance, some 3# miles. The half which we 
walked, was a good day’s march. Camped 
on Red River, opposite the ruins of Breck¬ 
inridge. Roll call this morning was at 2^ 
and we were moving by 4i a. m. Kept on 
steadily, only halting once, when there was 
a fire set on the prairie, in a very thick body 
of dead grass, and a vain attempt was made 
to extinguish it. Have been crossing an 
immense plain, where only land can be seen 
—one dead level as far in every direction as 
the eye can reach. We are much fatigued. 
It is nearly as hard to ride as to walk. 

Camp Corning, July 2.—Main column 
moved 14 miles. Detachment reached its 
present destination. Ft. Abercrombie, about 
noon. Find the effects of drouth worse here 
than anywhere. The fort is very strong now. 
The clean airy, quarters look very desirable. 

I think most of us would be willing to ex- j 
change our tramp for an abode even in this 
place, remote from civilization. We love to 
look at the green timber on Red river, and 
also the groves, which are very plain, on the 
Wild Rice, 5 or 6 miles off. Bathing in the 
Red river, drinking ice water in the Fort, 
and eating soft bread, we are enjoying our¬ 
selves. Total distance from Camp McLaren, 
65 miles. From Ft. Ridgely, 203 miles. 

July 3d.—V'ery warm. Main column made 
a severe march—20 miles. Some were com¬ 
pletely exhausted and fell down. Camped 
on a green lake. 

Camp Buell, July 4th.—Main column 
reached Camp Hayes on the Sheyenne river. 
Distance 12 miles. Total distance from 
Camp McLaren, 70 miles; from Camp Pope, 
186 miles; from Ft. Ridgely, 208 miles. 

July 3d, 4th and 5th.—Detachment rested 
at Ft. Abercrombie. Co. D of the 7th. mov¬ 
ed out and pitched their tents in one camp 
on the 5th, ready to go with us, when we 
move again. July 6th.—Detachment moved 
about 3 p. M. Rained for about two hours 


at starting. Crossed the bed of Wild Rice 
river. There is no running water there now, 
and but very little to be found at all. Dis¬ 
tance 5 miles. 

Camp Libby. Tuesday, 7th.—A day long 
to be remembered by the detachment. Thu 
hot beams of the sun poared down on us, 
without cessation; no air stirring, and we 
have sweltered in the burning heat. It 
would have fatigued us to make a common 
march, and we have made 20 miles. I think 
we never realized the priceless value of good 
water mure than to-day, when we found the 
clear spring brook which empties into the 
Sheyenne. We are camped near the river. 

Camp Tattersall, Wednesday, 7th.—A 
worse day than yesterday, if possible. The 
pioneers and a large detail of the different 
companies, were busy last night till dark, 
and till 9 this morning, digging down the 
banks and partially filling up the river, so 
that the train could cross. Then by attach¬ 
ing ropes, and with the help of a large num¬ 
ber pulling, the train was successfully drawn 
over, and all started. W« supposed we had 
only about 10 miles to march. At noon ive 
had reached a fine spring brook, where bea¬ 
vers had worked busily, which we called 
Beaver Creek. Fine water. We might have 
camped there, but there was no forage for 
the teams. We came on and on, and finally 
at nearly sun down camped on a bluff, near 
the river. Must have made 18 miles. A few 
more such marches would use op this detach¬ 
ment. We passed some high sand banks on 
our left. 

Camp Wilson, Thursday.—Reached Camp 
Hayes—main column—about 2 p. m. March 
notso severe as the previous two. Fine breeze 
I and we found fine springs along the river. 
1 Passed over some good country, where the 
I drouth had not succeeded in drying up the 
lu.xuriant grass on the meadow lands. Dis¬ 
tance from Abercrombie, 56 miles; detach¬ 
ment has marched, 121 miles. Main colnmn 
has rested here since July 4th. 

Friday, 10th.—Laid over. High wind and 
very dusty time—equal to Camp Pope. Va¬ 
rious conjectures as to the future of the expe¬ 
dition. The drouth has been so terrible, 
that it is thought hardly possible for the ex¬ 
pedition to proceed to Devil’s Lake. One 
hundred and twenty cattle are said to be 
missed from the herd, and Indian rumors as 
usual.' 

Saturday, 11th—To-day we resume the 
march again, moving in a closer column 
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than ht'retoforo. The wacron train moves in 
a donlile column, and the regiments divided 
into the rijrht and left winir. move on ()j>pi> 
s'te siiles of the train. The column moving 
thus occupies nuic-ti less ground, and the 
train is secure against any sudden attack. 
In addition to our severe marching, we now 
have to entrench the camp each nijfht. Our 
Company on guard again, and we came in the 
rear. Reached camp, on a bluff about II 
sniles from the river, at 1 r. m. Cool, fine 
day f >r mnt-ching. Distance, l.'i miles. 

Camp Wharton, Monday, Idth.—Roll call 
at 2 A. Jt., commenced march at 4 a. m.. (ith- 
regiment in the lead; got to camp about !) a. 
M. A sphtiulid camp among lakes. Pretti¬ 
est place we have had. No wood hero, but 
wc brought plenty along. Chippewa scouts 
look t)ur mail to the Fort from Camp Whar¬ 
ton, this moniiiig, charging 10 cents for .sol¬ 
diers’ and 25 cents for officers’ lettcr.s—at 
l-iast. these were the charges made by Harry 
liolcom of the 7th regiment. 

1 Hrigiido. P. M. Camp Weraer, Id miles. 

■ .TiiesflaVi 5 i>. m. —-fith in the rear. Start- , 
cd at .5 A. M. Distance said to lie only l.d t 
miles, but'we came on and on, and did ftot 
reach caiup until 1 p. m.. and marched stead¬ 
ily, too. Fincday fiirmarching, cool brcczca,'; 
and yot many were greatly fatigued. Fine 
sconery alo ig the river bank. The air is full 
of smoke; and the ravines on the opposite 
shore of tho Sheyenne, and patches of timber, 
look in the distance, mon' like a picture of a 
bird's eye view than real scenery. We are 

miles from river and wood. A fine spring 
and brook a few rods south of camp. Dis¬ 
tance 18 miles. 

■ Camp Shbardown, Wcdne.sday, 15th.—On 
guard last irlght. There was great conffision 
in the guard arrangementji. Some of the old 
guard stood till nearly !) p. m., and the new 
guard were shifted from post o post, .several 
times.' On the advance guard to-day. Start¬ 
ed about 4 A. M., and marched very rajiidly 
for an hour or two, to overtake the head of 
the train, which had started a few minutes 
before us. On the march 4 hours. Camped 
on Lake Tolic; quite a large, fine looking 
lake, but mean tasting water. Di.stanoe 12 
miles. 

Camp Smith.—Lake Tolic surrounds this 
camp on all sides except the south, and the 
view from the bluff" in the center of the camp 
—headquarters—is very e.xtonsivc. Several 
cool, clear wells of water have been dug. 


Thursday.—Coursene.irly north. After 
some threi' or four miles, we came on to 
high bluff's, roiling ground—the same rid<re 
mentioned by (hip?. Fisk. Readied the river 
; in about 10 miles march, liaving struck Cajit. 
Fi.sk's trail. Just before we readied the 
river, while the right winsr was resting on a 
hIntL'Some hor.semcn started up an elk, and 
immediately one gave chose, running him 
towar.l the train. Others soon started aftiit 
. him, until the jirairic was dotted over with 
swift flying hor.scs in jiurstiit of him. It was 
aiucxdting chase, 'riie dk soon distanced 
most of his jmr.siiers, but one, said to be 
^ Oapt. Tavlor's horse, was extremely fleet, and 
i pas.sed him like the wind .several times, but 
the Capt. .seemed not to he aide to stop or 
! disable him while passing. He was said to 
have been finally run through with a sabre. 

When we rcacheil the bluff, both before 
•aud behind we had a’beautiful seene stretch¬ 
ed out befor<'us. .Atonr feet'and winiliiig 
around among the bluff's up and down as tar 
as the eye could reach, its course plainly dis¬ 
tinguished by the lintftof timber, so rtchlv 
green and luxuriant—was the Sheyenne. (f iir 
position wa.s commanding, and the vision ex¬ 
tended for mile.s over the bluff' and prairiss, 
a broken country, stretching away till rKith- 
ing could he discerned hut a dim outline 
against the hazy sky. At; our left, behind, 
the long train wa.s stretched out in two ranks 
and in a perfect line, the wliiie canvas cov¬ 
erings, “iirairie schooners," stretehing off 
.south as Till- a.s the eye could reach. The 
7tli and 10th regiments—solid columns'— 
were coming up on oppositesides of the train, 
and ri-gbt' before ns. tho advance gnard, in- 
fantrv and cavalry, were winding up the steep 
hliitt'i on the other side. We loolced admir¬ 
ingly on the scone till the hn^le sounded 
aifi'iitioii! and then marched down into the 
valley, halted, and snpivlied ourselves with 
water from the river, now only a small brook, 
so s-mall that one Could cross on stones with¬ 
out wetting his feet. There -was a beautiful 
grove, a oool, shady spot; ashes and hones 
showed that a party of Indians had been 
there not long since. On tho other side were 
the nnirk,s of ('apt. Fisk's last year's camp. 
But soldier.s’ joy.s are often of short duration. 
Wo snjiposed we would camp on the opposite 
hill, but crossed, and came on at least four 
miles, and camped by a miserable, nasty, 
muddy pond. “Only a step from the sub¬ 
lime to the ridiculous.” Distance 14 miles. 
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Camp Corning. Friilay, 17th.—Cool, even 
chilly this morning. Very cloudy. Fine 
day for murohing, on iici-o\!nt of the wind, 
lint very dustv. Mareiiing on Fisk's old 
trail. (Iiirgood guide Bottineau is on his 
la.st vear's track again. Country rouirh and 
Uneven. Marched over many dried up 
sloughs. After marching 10 or 11 miles, we 
came to a lake where the whole train and 
column halted and watered. Came on and 
camped hy another trog pond. The march 
has lieen fatiguing—Id miles. 

Camp Pope—(after an aid on the Ceneral's 
staff.)—For the last three days there has 
been no wood. We make our fires almost 
entirely from buffalo chips, a’nd they are 
quite a good snhstitnte. Buffalo tind elk 
are dailv seen, and some are killed, and 
many mure would he if the boys were allow¬ 
ed to shoot. It is thought that a hoiiting 
party will be detailed, daily, bye-and-bye. 
There is an eagle; a fish hawk, a wolf and an 
elk in cam]). An Indian was brought into 
camp, to-day, by two boys from the rear 
guard, who had fain down and got to .sleep, 
and thus been left, and it is rumored that 
cavalry are in pursuit of some morn. Sat¬ 
urday, July ISth, 5 A. M.—Remained very 
cloudy with south wind, and commenced to 
rain abont 7 t*. m. Considerable rain fell, 
more than tve have had since we left Camp 
Pope, Minn. Got quite w'et. Our course 
Was nearly north till we reacdied the ticiitity 
of Lake Jesse, when we turned square to the 
left and camped on a lake which has been 
named Lake Flmily. It is a very fine sheet 
of water, gravelly shores and bottom, and 
soft water. There is a high bluff on the 
south shore, and bluffs surround the camp 
on the north and south. The camp presents 
a fine appearance from any of them, with the 
bright ravs of the sun, which now shines 
through the clear sky, reflected on the clear 
surface of the lake. The country has looked 
greener lately; there has been more grass— 
either by reason of more rain, or greater fer¬ 
tility. There are plenty of lake.s, too; Lake 
Jesse, of which we had a fine view from a 
ridge a few miles back, is at our northeast, 
and we get wood from its banks. It is said 
that we no longer follow Fisk's trail and that 
We are not going to Devil’s lake, hut are to 
strike for the James river and Coteau du 
Missouri, where the Indians are reported. 
Our company have been eating more than its 
rations, buying more when necessary, and i 
drawing ahead sometimes, neither of which i 


i we can do any more, and now we must come 
i to our ■‘regular rations.’' If we don’t have 
; to come down any more, we may be glad; 
and e.sf)ccially as many think now we will 
have a lot of prisoners to bring back, to help 
eat oer r.ntions. Distance 10 miles. 

Camp Atchison.—A cavalryman was shot 
by a lieutenant since we came into camp. 
Tbc'-e ‘k're various stories about t!ie cau.se, 
but nothing sure. The first blood shed on 
the cx])edition. It is said that the man will 
die. 

Sunday noon.—It is a warm, but very fine 
day. The rain has disjtelled the mists and 
smoko which have been continually enshroud¬ 
ing us. and the sun shines through a clear 
and unclouded sky and atmosphere, upon the 
green, beautiful earth. The seenery is fine, 
and we enjoy camp life to-day. Although it 
is necessary to wash, and arrange our clothes 
and equipments, yet it is a (lay of rest—a 
Sabbath fin- all who wish to enjoy it. There 
was a thunder storm this morning. W'e 
heard more thunder than we liave before in 
two months. A cool, northwestern breeze 
blows now. and feels delightful. 

Tuesday, 21st, J p. m. —We are camped on 
•the James river, in a green valley about J7 
miles southwest from Camp Atchison. Yes¬ 
terday morning about 7 o’clock we left 
cam)), and mn»le a march of 2‘i miles without 
water. All were very tired—ufiiny exhaust¬ 
ed, althonuh those who are now with the ex- 
pedition are jiieked men. All tho.se who were 
unable to make heavy marches, and also all 
of Companies C and I of the 7th; 1) of the 
10th and C and G of the fith, witli c.avalry. 
and a section of battery. (Lieut. Daniids’,^ 
and part of the train, stock. &c., were left at 
Ca'n'p .Atchison. Heavy earth works were 
thrown up. and the cam)) ))l)ieed i)i a gootV 
defensiv)' condition. The rest of the brigade 
are on a chase for the I))dians. who are re¬ 
ported only two or three days’ march ahead 
of us. Last night two hundred Red river 
hnlf breeds, who are out hunting, came tv 
visit n.s. and trade, also bringing information 
about the Sioux. They had a German boy 
too, who was eaj>tare<i hy Little Crow, and 
held a pri.soner until ransomed hy a l'’rene.h 
priest, who is with the half hi-eeds. The Gen¬ 
eral had the boy at hi.s tent for some time, 
talking with and asking him questions. 
Both he, and the French ))riestm<ide a speech. 
The general said he had received informa¬ 
tion, so that he thought we would soon find 
the Indians and have a fight, and he wanted 
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to give them such a dressing as they would : 
Bot soon forget. We were all pleased at this, ; 
and cheered vocil'erously. 'I'here is some : 
pro.sj)ect now of aeeoinplishing something. 
We pas.sed the halt breed camp a few miles ! 
out from Camp Forbes, this morning, and ; 
halted awhile. The boys traded some more ' 
with them. They take tobacco, sugar, hard ‘ 
bread, clothes, &e., but not,“green Lacks,'’ 
only gold and silver money. The scouts re- i 
ported to-day that we were coming twenty ! 
miles without water, and we have marched 
12 miles and had plenty of water. This is a ^ 
very good samide of our reports in advance 
respecting our marches. (Was so all thro’: 
the campaign.) Rained some thi.s morning, ' 
and we have just had a very severe thunder 
shower; quite sharp lightnin - and loud tliun- 
der. We are camped on a very rough place. 
Ground all stamped up by bulfaloes, which 
have been here to w’ater. The pontoons were 
put dow'n to cross the river on and the whole 
train forded the river in less than an hour, i 
Camp Olin.—Mail came in. Co. H had 
93 letters. Good news from the south of the 
cutting up of Lee’s army, and confirmation 
of the report which we had at Camp Atchi- , 
son, of the surrender of Vicksburg. • 

Wednesday, July 22d—We had not swal- : 
lowed our breakfasts this morning, when 
“ strike tents ” sounded from the bugle. Has 
been a cool, windy day, as good for traveling 
as we have had, and we have improved it 
right well. Have marched very fast and 
kept at it steadily. Distance to be marched 
was reported to be IB miles, but from the 
time we have marched, and the speed at 
which we have travelled, we have come 20 
miles—in nearly a westerly direction. Are 
camped on a level plain within a mile or two 
of a range of bluffs on which timber is seen. 
We were in sight of the bluffs for several 
hours before we reached camp. 

Camp Kimball, Thursday, 6 i’. m. —Last 
night there were more rumors in camp, as to 
the whereabouts of the Indians, and what 
the e.xpedition would do, than there has ever 
been before. Rumors were constantly flying 
through camp. An Indian had been cap¬ 
tured, who reported that the camps which 
the half breeds had reported near us. and 
which we were after, had all escaped across 
the Missouri. The report, I think, was not 
fully credited at headtiuarters, but there was 
considerable hesitancy about the proper 
course to be pursued, since wo are now 75 
miles from Camp Atchison, and nearly as 


far as the farthest camp of Sioux were the i 
reported to be. The General told the pr - 
soner that he would hang him if his report 
was false. Finally, a council of war decided 
to push on to the Missouri River, and find 
out the truth of the report, ourselves. To¬ 
day has been very warm : many teams were 
exhausted, and the men greatly fatigued, 
and much more disgusted with this wild- 
goose chase, as it seems to ns, which our 
leaders are bent upon, after an enemy which 
we never expect to .see. After marching 
about 8 miles, this morning, we struck the 
Missouri Coteaus, which we have since been 
following—very rough broken ground, a 
succession of peaks from whose tops we can 
see the Coteaus at a great di.stance—a blue 
line against the sky. Many lakes are inter 
spersed. We have been following a cliaia 
of lakes for some 3 miles back: seem to be 
at their extremity now. The wood which 
we got from Hawk's nest, last night; proved 
to be nearer 5 than 2 miles from camp; the 
distance was very deceiving. To-night we 
use buff'alo chips as usual. We have a very 
good way to gather them ; string them on 
ear gun rammers, and a detail of four or 
' five, sent out, as they are from each com¬ 
pany, each night as we approach camp, 
soon bring in enough for fuel for supper. 
’Tis a novel sight. Distance 18 miles. 

Camp Grant, Friday, July 24th, sundown. 
—Truly, we “know not what a day may 
bring forth.’’ We left this morning about 
five o'clock, the 6th regiment being in the 
rear. The day was sultry and unpleasant 
for traveling. We came to a fine lake, 
about ten o’clock, and halted about half an 
hour, where many bathed in the clear water. 
It was then reported to be ten miles to camp. 
We halted again, in an hour or two, and 
were aroused as we lay on the ground, some 
asleep, by an exciting chase for an antelope, 
which ran toward the train, at fir.-it, and then 
ran parallel and very close to us. Several 
shots were fired, notwithstanding our .-trict 
orders to the contrary—the temptation was 
I so great. He was finally killed, and Col. 
Marshall carried him off. We had siarted 
again and were perhaps five miles from the 
lake when we saw the train at a halt, and 
; pre.seutly Lt. Beever came galloping irom 
the front, and announced that the Indian 
teepes had been discovered. We then loaded 
I our pieces, and were eager for a fight. .Soon, 
however, we saw a corral being fonn- i ou 
I a lake below, to the right, and f«)llow. d ou 
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to camp, vvliicli we iit once be^an to en- i 
treiicli. We hail scarcely finished and were | 
preparing to rest, as it was evident we were ' 
not to make an attack immediately, when ! 
the report of a giin roused us. and presently j 
the “long roll'’ called us into line. Thenew.s 1 
soon came into camp that Dr. Weiser ol the 
cavalry, having ventured among the Indians, 
too rashly, perhaps, was killed. .Some of the 
cavalry immediately advanced and firing 
commenced, which soon became quite rapid. 
The Indians now appeared on the ridges on 
all sides of camp, and all the troop.s began 
to move forward. The Seventh and Tenth 
were nearest, and had the first chance, and 
the most to do, of the infantry, in this en¬ 
gagement. In oni.-particular place, on “Big 
Mound,” the highest pointofthe Coteaus, the | 
Indians gathered thickly, but it was only the 
work of a moment for the shells Irom the I 
well-aimed six-pounder under Lieut. Whip- I 
pie to disperse them quickly from that point, 
and it was soon occupied by our advancing 
forces, and on all sides, the savages were re¬ 
treating. The tiring was now quite rapid all 
along the south and .south-east of camp, with 
the oeasional boom of the cannon. The 6th 
deployed to the northeast,Jback ofcamp, and 
after an hour or two, having advanced two 
miles or more and seeing no enemy, a part 
went on in pursuit, and companies H. and 
K., were ordered back as camp-guard. We 
saw several antelopes while we were skir¬ 
mishing, but now had bigger game. Our 
company were much chagrined that they 
could not have a hand in the fight. The re-^ 
port from the battle field is that our men are 
chasing and chastising the savages severely. 

Camp Sibley—Battle of Big Mound—Sat¬ 
urday night.—The excitement continued un¬ 
abated all night. V^arious rumors were 
afloat in camp, and it was impossible to tei! 
what had been or was being done. By 7 
o’clock this morniBg most of the troops had 
returned, the 6th not having pursued as far 
as the rest, and having all got into camp in 
the night. The 7th, Company B. of the lOth, 
and the cavalry lost their way and were out 
all night, lost, and thus did not reach camp 
till daylight—then greatly exhausted. They 
kept up the chase till dark ; the cavalry and 
battery getting near enough to do consider¬ 
able execution, and had even reached the 
Indian train and families, when they were 
ordered to halt. There was a misunder¬ 
standing about the the orders, the General 
affirming that he intended they should bi¬ 


ll 

vouac where fliey were for the night; but 
whether he gave the order otherwise, or 
whether it was given wrongly by Lieut. Bee- 
ver, the troops returned, and our rhance to 
capture or destroy them there was lost. We 
left Camp Sibley about noon and came up 
among the hills about four miles. The Gen¬ 
eral thought the men and teams ought to 
rest, and so moved up here, where there is 
water fit for animals to drink, the lake where 
we camped before being salt. We dug wells, 
and provisions and water were sent to the 
men who were in pursuit of the Indians.— 

I But for the excitement of finding the enemy 
all would have been entirely exhausted by 
the day’s arduous duties. Some of the men 
must have marched forty five miles. It is 
cold and windy to-night. 

Camp Whitney—The casualties in ye.ster- 
day’s engagement were chiefly in the caval¬ 
ry; they being most exposed and doing the 
most service. Two men were killed (one be¬ 
ing struck by lightning,) and two wounded, 
besides the murder of Dr. Weiser. Besides 
these easualties, Lieut. Freeman, of the cav¬ 
alry, was killed while out hunting with Mr. 
Brackett, beef contractor, and the latter is 
supposed to be killed. Chaska was with 
them and hid Mr. Brackett in therushe.s near 
this place, but he cannot now be found. 

Sunday night, .luly 26ih.—The sun is just 
setting in the west, over another battle-held, 
if such a name can properly be given to the 
scene ofthis afternoon’s operations. We left 
camp this morning about five o’clock and 
came rapidly forward south-west. It was 
very cold ; we had on our overcoats or blank¬ 
ets, and we could stand it to march fast. We 
came upon the Indian camp in about an hour 
and a half, and halted a few minutes. Many 
relics were secured. Every conceivable ar¬ 
ticle of Indian apparel and paraphernalia 
was strewn all along the track of their re¬ 
treat tor six or seven miles, indeed as far as 
we have come. It was not long before Indi¬ 
ans were reported in our advance and the 
train was put in a solid mass. Companies 
A and B of the 6th regiment, which was in 
advasce, deployed as skirmishers; others 
being the reserve ; we advanced thus. The 
cavalry were also in line behind ns, and oth¬ 
er regiments on either flank, and everything 
was in perfect order to receive an attack 
from any direction. We moved on in this man¬ 
ner until we had made some ten miles more 
and wera probably fifteen miles from this 
morning’s camp. We, the advance, had then

)H>ides, ri('in}5 backward aiid fuiwardaiid ev- ' 
idenlly tryiiijr to feel us a Mule or draw us 
or.. Guns were lired oeca.sioiially by them, 
a:id once in a while a response was made by , 
our skirnii-hurs. 'i’lli s the farce went on for 
an hour and a half, a sort of a play fi^jht. 
'I'ho reserve skirinishcvs were ordered back 
to camp. Just before we reluriied, a section 
ol'a battery came up and when the, Indians | 
fcad huddled tos'ether, a shell was dropped | 
atnong them; then, as soon us they saw the 
smoke—before tlie shell reached them they j 
made another beautiful ‘‘skeiladdle.’’ We 
had hardly reached camp ami stacked arms ; 
on the color line, when Indians were leport- I 
«d coming over the. bluff to the north-west, j 
The cattle and horses and some men were out ' 
on the prairie away up to t'.e bluff. All who 
were on the bluff presently came rushing in, 
and soon the Indians apjieared within halfa 
mile of camp. There scpined to bo no one 
left to guard camp, ami tiicre appeared to be 
danger, for a few minutes, that they would 
capture some cattle and horses. Giie, in 
P'.u ticular, rod.e clear down the hill and fired 
Lis gun ; we were immediii‘eiv ordered up 
a> .skirmishers, but company M, of the cav¬ 
alry, beat U9, rushed up the hill, and fiuallv, 
lUtA-a few iuinulcs, made a cl'.arge, killing 
f\eofthem. Compatiies A, anil L, were 
also In line, and charged over the hill after 
Ihe savagtts. We laid down just behind the 
brow ofiiie hill, and then the cavalry retreated, 
hoping to draw them onto us, but they kept 
H respectful di.ilance from us. We laid thus 
for an hour or two and then came back to 
camp. One man of the cavalry was wound¬ 
ed in their charge. The battery was heard 
playing out to the left, and occasional firing 
from the iuranlry. Once or twice compa- 
iiies A, and B, of the Si.xth, who were skir¬ 
mishing, got within range, and some were 
reported killed. Those whom we have been 
fighting Mi-day are thought not to be the j 
same who fought on Friday. 'J’he one who 
r(<de so close to camp, in their bold dash, 
was killed, and according to some rejtorts, it 
is ••Siauding Buffalo," and another, "White 
Boar," a chief. A squaw was captured to¬ 
day and says the Indians expected an attack 
from Stilly’s expedition, which is coming up j 
the Missouri, and is said to be within fifty i 
miles of us. Many of our men were confident 
of hearing cannon from his forces yesterday. I 


Some expect an attack to-night, it seems 
very little like .Sunday. Jlistiince to-day.six- 

Catnp I’famucr—Mondtiv night. Iltive 
made a very long and latiguin.g march of 
some twenty miles. Mitny of the teams gave 
out. About 12 Hiihts from last night's camp 
wc came to a small pond, where we halteil 
and got water, and the animals were water¬ 
ed. 'The Indian train was then reported to 
he in siglit, some, five mihiS to the norlh-west, 
by a blnlf, and we turned our ilirection to¬ 
wards it. We are camped to night !)v Stony 
Lake, just at the loot of the nmniid where 
the train was seen. Wo got in about five i’. 
,\!. Some think we have come '23 mile.s.— 
We are said to he within 1 o miles of the 
Missouri, and it is reported that we move at 
midnight to try and overtake the Indians be¬ 
fore they cross. 'I'he .scouts think they are 
now across, but we will probably know soon, 
and see the Mis.souri -m all events. Distance 
I twenty miles. 

I Gamp Schoenemimn—Tuesday, sundown, 
i We were taken by surprise this morning as 
; we were leisurely eoming out of camp, and 
: the train was stringing carelessly up the hill, 

I to hoar the repiu't of a cannon, and then au- 
: other, and many more in quick succes.sion. 

! Almost iu a moment wc saw the Indians on 
; the hills all about us, evidently having de- 
stsrned to surprise us in camp, but they were 
too late, as the scouts heard them say as they 
■ came to the, head of the eolumii. Xeverthe- 
I less, except for the fact that the six pound¬ 
ers were at hand and promptly playing on 
i them, and all the regiments quickly deployed 
j on the rear and Hanks, they would probably 
I have succeeded in gobbling up .some of the 
, train. The lOih being in advance, wore first 
i deployed in their front, and chafed to ad¬ 
vance. riie lilh and 7lh were quickly de- 
j ployed, and advaaciiig up the hill, ou either 
Hank of the train, with sitouts and cheers, 
soon got within long range ijf the savages,—■ 
The train wa.s very soon iu solid column, and 
wlien the Indians saw that we were not halt 
^d any, i!>ey rapidly retreated and kept out 
of sight all the rosi of the day. The whole 
atfair did not stop.nq two hours. . 

We have travelled 18 miles, iind ero.ssed 
two of their camp-grounds, the last of which 
was left to-day, and we cannot be very far 
from the Missouri. We are eneamped on 
Apple River. 

A 'Teton was surprised by the advance 
skirmishers, this forenoon, having been found 
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asleep, an^ h(iving escaped unhurt from I 
more .han twepty shots, was captured. An¬ 
other Indian, who got a mule this morning, 
and wa.s trying to get away with it, was shot. 

A heavy columu of smoke ha.s been as¬ 
cending from tlie Missouri bluffs, this after¬ 
noon, and everything seems t» indicate a 
. heavy fight. We shall probably know the 
worst to-morrow. But for Uie.excitement of 
the various engagements, and the hope of 
capturing the Indians, and destroying them, 
we t<hould be exhausted with the severe 
marching, entrenchiug and guarding. 

Camp Steep, on Mipseuri River, Wednes¬ 
day.night, duly 29tb.—1 doii’t.know whether 
the day's developments have closed the drama 
p|f this campaign, or not; to-morrow and 
OeP' l^ibley must proye that; but certa;in it 
is, that after all pur,toil, weariness and scanty 
fare, the savages have eluded our grasp. We 
pct^rcely sleptJast night, working away in the 
moonlight, wgeried ^s we were,, throwing up 
great earthworks, while our foe was, with the 
greatest rapidity, making his escape—'and 
then aroused at 2 o'clock a. m., by the reveille 
—a sound we have almost learned to hate— 
and started as soon as daylight began to 
streak across the eastern sk^’. Yet it took 
so loiig to cross Apple River, and for the 
train to wind up and down among the bluffs 
near it, that it was eight o'clock before we 
weye on tbe high table-land in sight of the 
timber on the Missouri; even then it was too 
late,—tbe Indians were across and occupying 
the high bluffs opposite, shaking their glass¬ 
es in dehance, so that there was a constant 
glitter as they flashed in the sunbeams. We 
thought at first that they were sabres shining, 
and loud and constant firing, and clouds of 
smoke raising, made some of us hope for a 
time that Sully hud intercepted them and 
was fighting them ; but we learned, after¬ 
wards, what the glitter was, and I suppose 
the loud reports must have been their guns 
—they firing them in triumph after their suc¬ 
cessful retreat, although they sounded too 
loud for muskets. Probably they were re¬ 
ports from the same pieces which were 
thought to be cannon on the 25th. The 6th 
was in advance, and, as usual, since our first 
skirmish, a line of skirmishers was formed, 
occupying a front sfimore than half a mile, 
the men being five paces apart. It is a very 
severe way to march, for it is necessary to 
keep the line as nearly straight as possible, 
and alittle sway in the center, throwing either 
flank farward a little, causes the other flank 


to march in quick or double-quick time, to 
gain the alignment. It was not reached un¬ 
til we reached the flat bottom, near the river, 
and were all o,n a level, that we could easily 
preserve a good alignment. We reached the 
woods skirting the river, about 11 a. m.,and 
prepared to skirmish through. Two howitz¬ 
ers went ahead, s^helling be woods frequent¬ 
ly, and companies D, I, and K deployed, 
with the rest of the regiment as a reserve, 
under command of Major McLaren, marqhed 
slowly through the woods, some two miles, 
to the bunks of'the muddy Missouri. There 
they were, on the bluffs, in swarms, quietly 
viewing us, and we halted and returned the 
compliment. Both seemed to realize that 
the farce was finished—they evidently enjoy¬ 
ing the thought with gladness, and we with 
great bitterness. We had obtained a little 
water, and drank it eagerly after our past 
alkali experience. During theshort time we 
stopped there, the scouts shouted across to 
them, but we could not tell what was being 
said. It was reported, afterwards, that some 
wanted peace, and some were impudent.-^ 
On being asked where “Standing Buffalo” 
was, they said : “You kill him like a dog, 
and now ask, where is he.” The shores 
were lined with Red River carts, and various 
vehicles, and .stuff which, in their,hurry, they 
bad failed to get across. We were soon,or¬ 
dered out of the woods to camp, by CoJ. 
Crooks, who was then in command of all the 
forces there. We turned and went up the 
river a few yards, following the path, and 
theii halted, to supply ourselves with water. 
Quite a large number went to the waters' 
edge to till their canteens. This was the op¬ 
portunity they h,ad wanted, to see so many 
of us out of tbe brush, and suddenly, at a 
signal gun from below, on the liill-top, where 
the enemy was plainly in sight, and from the 
grass opposite us, where we could see no one, 
a ringing volley of bullets came over, many 
falling short in the water, others plowingjup 
the sand and ringing through the woods all 
about us. Fortunately, almost miraculous¬ 
ly, as Col. Averill said, no one was hurt.— 
The fire was returned by some on the left 
flank, and others were detached after we 
started back, but the rest quickly left our 
last scene with the Indians, with the loud re¬ 
ports of musketry ringing in our ears. Slow¬ 
ly—very slowly we returned to camp. We 
had now nothing to stimulate us to action, 
but, on the contrary, the prospect, which 
wa<. as evident to all as the light of day, wae 
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sickening. We had eaten but little, and 
drank almost nothing since half past three 
in the morning, and by the time we reached 
camp late in the afternoon, having marched 
some four miles from the river, to a broad 
plateau near Apple River, a seemingly nat¬ 
ural place for a strong camp, being twenty 
feet above the bottom, with a steep descent 
towards the woods, the men were thor¬ 
oughly exhausted, and laid down feeling as 
we had not before. We thought we had not 
much strength left, but we were soon tested, 
for very soon the “long-roll,” with its quick 
beating, aroused the camp, and the report 
“the Indians are coming,” wentquickly from 
lip to lip through camp. In less than three 
minutes the 6th were double-quicking it down 
the steep descent towards the woods. led by 
Col. Crooks, on foot; but the alarm was 
false, and we went back and laid down again. 
Thus we have finished another day’s toil, 
and the shades of night, will, we hope, close 
the scene, for if ever we did, we need sleep. 
All, I think, are sick of Indians and Indian 
war. Distance, fifteen miles. 

Camp Slaughter—Thursday morning—The 
“Iong-roll”called us up again last night, about 
one o’clock, and we threw up entrenchments, 
which we were too tired to do when we 
came to camp. Several shots were fired by 
pickets, and the Indians set fire to the prai¬ 
rie away to the north. 

Lieut. Beever of Gen. Sibley’s staff, is lost; 
also Nicholas Miller of company K, 6th reg¬ 
iment.' Cannon were fired and signal rock¬ 
ets thrown up last night, so that if still alive, 
they might know where we were; also to 
signal to Gen. Sully if he might be within 
signaling distance. Signal shots were fired, 
too, this morning. 

The woods between us and the river are 
undoubtedly occupied by little bands, who 
are watching for chances to steal what ani¬ 
mals they can. They have succeeded in 
running off a few mules. It is not more 
than ten rods from where we (the 6th) lav 
in camp, to thick brush, and pickets have to 
stand just in the edge of the woods, to keep 
tne animals, which are feeding, from going 
off. It is not an enviable place for a picket. 

A detachment, consisting of Companies 
A, I. and K of the Sixth, A, B, and H of 
the Seventh, B, F, and K of the Tenth, atid 
L, and M of the cavalry, and two sections of 
the battery, all under Col. Crooks, are to 
skirmish through the woods this afternoon, 
search for the missing bodies, and destroy 


what property the Indians have left. We 
are getting some rest to-day, and the inuleS 
a little feed. The water in Apple Riverhere, 
tastes strongly of alkali, indeed is not-fit :o 
drink, and the boys are digging wells. It i.s 
slow work, though, and but little water is yet 
obtained, and that is eagerly drank as fast 
as procured. Some wells have already been 
dug down twenty feet. 

Friday night.—The detachment which 
went to the river yesterday, found both the 
missing bodies, within half a mile of each 
other, both having taken the wrong road in 
coming to camp, and thus fallen a prey to 
the enemy in ambush. From two poels of 
blood, near where Beever lay, it is thought 
that he made two of the fiends bite the dust, 
before he died. Both were buried this morn¬ 
ing, in Camp Slaughter—an appropriate 
name for their merciless fate. All of head¬ 
quarters, field and staff, aad also the fie'd 
and staff of the various regiments, and many 
officer-, of the line followed in the solemn 
procession, after the lamented Beever, and 
conducted the funeral in Masonic style, as 
the. deceased was a member of that order.— 
Then company K, of the Sixth, with less pa¬ 
rade, but as mournful hearts, followed their 
deceased comrade to his lonely grave, on an¬ 
other side of camp. Few, but felt sad as 
the.se men were borne to their last resting- 
place in this far off abode of savages, after 
the sad strains of the death-march. Six 
brave men have now, in one way and anoth¬ 
er, fallen victims to our savage foe, and while 
we might have expected to lose as many 
scores, the fact that so few have fallen, and 
they more by accident than in earnest fight, 
makes us realize each man we lose, more 
keenly. 

The detachment was till late getting to 
camp, and the General, and all in camp were 
very anxious for their safety. We had heard 
cannon at various jntervals, during the after¬ 
noon, and some reported having distinctly 
heard volley after volley of musketry. Cav¬ 
alry was sent down after them, just before 
dusk, and a 6-pounder, double-shotted,which 
made the hills ring again, was fired, after 
dark, and signal rockets thrown, which 
blazed way up in the heavens. This was 
done more for signals to Gen. Sully, per¬ 
haps, in the vain hope that he might be in 
sight or hearing ; for in the light of the prai¬ 
rie fire which the savages set night before 
last, and which was still burning, making a 
splendid glare all across the northern sky. 
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our men could be seen returning, and they 
cheered loudly, as the rockets went up. | 

This afternoon, at an undress parade, the ; 
completion of oar march southward and J 
westward was announced, and the com- ' 
mencement of the homeward march, to-mor- ' 
row. Howeveranyof us may feel aboutthe ^ 
“ complete success ” of our expedition, all : 
are willing, I think, to let the drama cease, i 
and turn towards home. All, 1 think, are | 
sick of Indians and Indian war ; S'ck of a j 
foe, who is as treacherous and cowardly as ' 
he is wild, and only brave, when, as here, he I 
can steal upon his victim with serpent-like ^ 
stealth, and glory over him thus fiendishly ; 
slain. We are now 446 miles from Camp 
Pope, and 556 mibs from St. Paul, or 585 j 
miles, according to Col. Crooks’ reckoning. , 
It is almost enough to make one sick to think i 
of going again over the dreary waste. ; 

Saturday, Aug. Ist.—Homeward bound! j 
Glad to leave the place where there’s a lurk- | 
ing foe so closely about us that we dare not 
rest from a ceaseless vigilance for fear of our 
lives. The scouts were frightened last night, 
and intrenched themselve8,and all the troops ' 
laid on their arms and alternately kept ; 
watch, the pickets having been obliged to ' 
come in. Yet so weary were we with our i 
don.stant watching, that a small band sue- I 
ceeded in getting near enough camp to fire ! 
in a volley, piercing two tents, causing the | 
mules to begin a stampede, which the caval- | 
ry promptly stopped, wounding two of the I 
mules, aud causing quite a consternation in j 
camp. A band also took possession of camp 
before the rear guard were fairly out of! 
sight, aud fired at some scouts who were | 
behind. The 6th was in the rear, and (Quick¬ 
ly came “into line, faced to the rear!” but 
there was no further tr(»uble and we came i 
in. The atmosphere is thick with the smoke ; 
of\tbe burning prairie, and the ground is ■ 
covered with black cinders. The order is, j 
keep close in the ranks, for to straggle is ; 
sure death. 

Have come on nearly our old trail, passing ; 
a little to the left of Camp Stees, and be- i 
yond. j 

Distance 17 miles—Camp Braden—Sun-' 
day.—Came along nearly parallel to our for- | 
mbr trail, passing Camp Schoenemann, and i 
making some twenty miles ; jwarm day.— | 
Halted and watered at a lake where there \ 
had been a very extensive Indian camp. I 

Camp Banks—Monday.—One of the days i 
which we have only on western plains—a 1 


perfect tornado of wind all day from the 
south. Saw some buffalos a few miles from 
the train. Didn't march as far as was in¬ 
tended, I think, on account of finding a lake 
with lu.xnriant grass about it. V'ery muddy, 
shallow water, but one of the greatest 
springs we have ever seen ; cold water gush¬ 
ing up so fast that our brigade cannot com¬ 
mence to lower it—dip as fast as it may. 

Chaska died suddenly last night, and was 
buried this morning at Camp Banks. 

Distance 16 miles—lamp Kennedy— 
Tuesday night.—The high wind yesterday 
was the forerunner of a severe thunder¬ 
storm and rain, which fell considerable of 
the night. The most severe storm we have 
had this year, if not indeed more than we 
have had since last August. Everything 
was refreshed this morning, the air purified, 
tufts of grass softened so that ’twas much 
easier marching. Quite warm though, and 
by ten o’clock the sky was clear, and 'twas 
still warmer. Many teams gave out long 
before we reached camp. Came by Camp 
Sibley, which looked very familiar. Got 
some good water from the wells, which were 
dug so hurriedly and under sore necessity. 
Are camped ou the same beautiful lake at 
•which we halted and bathed on the 24th ult., 
little dreaming of Indians being so near. 
The nicest camp we have had. 

' Distance 17 miles—Camp Williston— 
Thursday night.—Yesterday we laid over. 
About 9 a. m. the camp was thrown into 
considerable excitement by the report from 
the scouts that the Indians were thick in the 
bluffs ahead. We were ordered to be ready 
to move in an hour, and some were striking 
tents when half-breeds from Camp Atchison 
came in with the mail. These were the few 
whom the scouts' fear had magnified into 
“ bluffs full of Indians.” Added to the unex¬ 
pected pleasure of getting mail here was the 
joyful intelligence that George Brackett was 
safe in Camp Atchison. He was out—lost 
—seven days, living on berries, frogs, and 
what he found once or twice where we had 
camped, aud then came to camp nearly 
starved and exhausted. Of course the or¬ 
der to move was countermanded, and the 
day was pleasantly spent. ’Twas well that 
the mules could rest. Several wagons were 
broke up at night, being more than was 
needed for transportation, aud the mules are 
too much worn down to carry a particle more 
than necessary. A severe gale came over, 
last night, accompanied by thunder and 
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liw’htning, and several tents were blown 
down. Have traveled north-east to-day, 
leaving Onmp Grant away to the left.— 
Camped among some miserable alkaline 
lake.'.. General and staff rode around a 
long time before .selecting the ground. Has 
been a cool day : fine for marching. 

Distance 18 miles—Camp Gilfillan—Fri¬ 
day night.—Warm till noon ; rainy this af¬ 
ternoon. Started late, but traveled very 
steadily till eleven o\-lock, when we halted 
ai d the teams were baited. Passed Camp 
Kimball and the “ Hawk's nest” on the left, 
about ten o’clock. Saw a lone buffalo; be 
kept ahead of the train a long time, and did 
not seem to be afraid, but finally ran off. 
Half-breed camp is near us, and some came 
to camp. About a dozen Indians, including 1 
three bucks, have been captured, some of 
whom were sent from Fort Snelling up the 
Mi.ssouri, and have straggled off. 

Distance 18 miles—Camp Hall—Saturday 
night, Aug. 8th.—On .lames river; come 12 
miles north-east, crossing our old trail, and 
leaving Camp Olin to the right before we 
crossed the river. We are about two miles 
from Camp Fcirbes, where the half-breeds 
visited our camp, and about 2.> miles from 
Camp Atchison. Rained hard last night 
was on guard. As usual, the guard had to 
make their beds on “grassy couches;” with 
the blue canopy overhead for their only cov¬ 
ering. ’Twas pretty uncomfortable last 
night. AVas bright moonlight and pleasant 
while on our beats. Wolves howled a good 
deal, and a picket shot at one. ’Twas easy 
traveling to-day after the rain, and the rear 
guard, especially under Capt. Schoenemann, 
had an easy march, as the track was well 
beaten and there was no dust. Those who 
captured the Indians last night came near 
getting Standing Huffalo. He would give 
himself up, but ex])ects if he should he 
would be killed. He didn’t want to fight, 
and when the young warriors overruled him 
at Big Hills, he ran away. 

Lieut. Col. Marshall of the 7th, left for St. 
Paul this morning, bearing dispatches froiv 
Gen. Sibley to Gen. Pope. 

Camp Carter—Sunday, 9th.—A pleasant, 
day ; not much to mar the pleasureof cam]> 
life. I’ruly a day of re.st, as we lay over. 
After reL'imt'ntal inspection at nine o'clock, 
we marched a short distance from eamp, and 
discharged our pieces, which have remained 
loaded since our “ three despenite engage¬ 
ments.” We have some fine wells of water 


I dug here. Hope we will soon have wood 
again. The buffalo chips were wet last 
night and this morning. 

Tuesday morning, llth.-^A long march 
of 25 miles brought US'yesterday into Camp 
Atchison, about 5 p. m. The day was cool; 

I even chilly in the morning. Crossed oiif 
old trail .several times; eaihe to the left of 
Camp Forbes. The meeting with our com¬ 
rades who were left at Camp Atchison was 
most joyous. ’Twas like getting home 
again. We have come from the Mis.souri 
river in 125 miles, thus saving 35 miles from 
our old course. Have made the distance in 
seven days, thus averaging 18 miles per day. 
According to this average, we can make Ft. 
Snelling in 55 days, and thus allowing dne 
time for laying over, can get there by Sept. 
10th. 

All the Indians captured at Camp Hall 
were released at Camp Carter, e.vcept the 
three bucks. They are close prisoners, to¬ 
gether with Little Crow’s son, who was cap¬ 
tured at Devil’s Lake, by a detachment con¬ 
sisting of Co.’s C and I, 7th, Co. D, 10th, 
Co. E, Mounted Rangers, and the section of 
Battery under Lient. Daniels, all under the 
command of Capt. Wm. H. Burt, Co. C, 7th 
Reg’ment. Little Crow's son says he was 
with his father when Capt. Cady was killed; 
He was wounded and half starved when cap¬ 
tured. 

Capt. Fiske's expedition, on its way to the 
Rocky Mountains, passed here while we were 
out towards the Missouri. All the rage with 
the boys here is making rings and various 
trinkets from buffalo horns. 

Thursday morning, 13th.—Yesterday’s 
was a severe march. Started very late, and 
then halted a long while before the train was 
all loaded and everything arranged for the 
march. Two battalions of Rangers—Co.’s 
E, B, F and M, and Jjient. Western’s .section 
of Battery, the detachment under the com¬ 
mand of Col. McPhail, left the main col¬ 
umn this morning, and proceed by way of 
James and Snake rivers, to scout for some 
Indians of Sleepy Eye’s band, who are re- 
norled in that vicinity. They will then pro¬ 
ceed to Fort Ridgely. By the time we were 
fairly started it wtis noon, so that we march¬ 
ed neatly all the afternoon and not camping 
till after fot r o’clock. Followed Ca[)tain 
Fiske's trail, neariy, going to the left of 
Cam]! Rope, D. T. Camped on a fine look¬ 
ing hike, but jtoor watnr—green and thick. 
Wells were dug. Details were sent for the 
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hovs to fli<r intrenchm^ints, aftpi' roll Cflll. 
The boys- concluded that we were not in vhry 
ereat danger here, rind threw up some works j 
in a short time which looked very subJirtie | 
when daylight revealed them. They proved i 
to be our last. If we march' equal to yester- i 
dav, we wont be long in getting to Fort j 
Abi-rcrombie. Distance 18 miles. i 

Camp Burt—Thursday, 5 p. m.—Encamp¬ 
ed three miles southward of the Shayenne, 
having crossed it on onr homeward march. 
'Tis nearly a month (lacking only three 
days) since we crossed it going out. A cool 
day. Started early and made good time. 
We came right through Camp Corning. Got 
some fine cold water from a spring after we 
crossed the river. 

Camp Libby—Distance 17 miles—Friday 
night—Last night was a rough time for the 
guard. A cold, chilly wind blew all night 
from the north-east, and continues yet to day. 
We were most comfortable while walking 
onr beats. The advance guard nnder Lieut.’s 
Hasty and Brown—Capt. Williston, Oflteer 
of the Day—was a little behind the head of 
the column, and had to march very rapidly 
for a longtime, before we reached headquar¬ 
ters. Are on Fiske’s 'old trail—very rough, 
broken ground this morning, bat now an 
extensive plain. Came 13 miles and reach¬ 
ed camp at lOJ. A mail came in’to-night. 

Camp Arnold^—Saturday noon.—Chilly 
and windy as ever this morning, but still 
and warmer by 10 a. m. Very warm now. 
Sixth was in advance, and had hardly struck 
tents when the Assembly was sounded. The 
head of column was then far in advance, 
and we had to march long and steadily be¬ 
fore we reached our place behind the advance 
guard and got an opportunity to rest. Came 
over a boundless expanse of prairie, nnwa- 
tered and untimhered. Crossed two beds of 
streams which Capt. Fiske speaks of. and of 
making rush bridges, where there are now 
no signs of water. Came twelve miles, and 
then camped on a very smooth, fine camp¬ 
ing ground, but a very mean, muddy lake. 
Wells dug, as usual. 

Camp Stevens—Sunday.—Laid over.— 
Heavy fog this morning, and chilly and dis¬ 
agreeable till nearly noon ; fine afternoon. 
Pontsford and Peterson, cavalrytiien, were 
buried. 

Monday, Aug. 17th—After Taps—One of 
the three worst day.s of the campaign. Would 
have been as bud or worse than any if we 
had traveled as far; but the distance was 


; not so great, nor we were not op the march 
as long as at one or two otljer times. Yo% 
it was far enough, and we traveled enough, 
so that plenty of men were exhausted. The 
(Ith was in the rear and didn’t start till (> a. 
m. Came over the .same boundlc.ss prairie, 
In about four or five miles we crossed the 
dry bed of a branch of Maple river. The 
day was excessively warm with a hot south 
wind bldwing in our faces, which made the 
heat worse. After a most tedious march, 
seemingly growing no nearer the timber far 
a long, lofig time, we finally reached its. 
banks about 3 p. m. We were very tired, 
and the Colonel halted us about half a mile 
from the hank. As we dropped down to 
rest, all through the regiment the cry went 
up : -water ! water! We soon started agaitt 
and having grounded arms, were soon scafc^ 
tered and lining the shores of the river, 
bathing and’drinking its good water. Are 
camped on the south bank. 

Camp Ambler—Distance 16 miles—Aug. 
18th.'—Laying over. One year ago to-day 
Co. H started from Rochester for the warsj] 
(others starting about that date); to-day 
resting on the level banks of Maple river, 
getting plums and cherries, or making born 
rings. Cloudy all day ; a little showery and 
warm. Moore, the cavalryman, was buried. 

Aug. 19.—Reveille by 3 a. m.- Got start, 
ed by daylight. Cloudy and cool; looked 
much like rain ; .sprinkled a little just as we 
reached camp. Came over the same level 
plain. About seven we could see the tim¬ 
ber on the Shayenne. Are camping on ita 
banks. Distance 17 miles. 

Camp Chase, Aug. 20th.—The regular 
mail came last night; also the papers which 
had accumulated at Fort Abercrombie dur¬ 
ing the expedition, and a mail from Pembi¬ 
na: so that papers areas plenty as in an 
eastern news depot. We paid our last tariff 
on letters. Col. Marcy arrived last night, 
too, and inspected the troops to-day—the in- 
.spection lasting till noon. Yesterday after¬ 
noon, and to-day, during inspection, the 
pioneers had constructed a substantial 
bridge, on which we crossed the Shayenne. 
We cross it several miles farther down than 
the detachment under Col. Averill did on 
the 8th of July. M'arm day. Came four 
miles and eamped on a little rush pond. 

Camp Eilgerton, Friday night, Aug. 21.— 
Fort Abercrombie 1 A welcome sight. The 
6th was in the rear. Didn’t leave eainp till 
after sunrise ; came along up the Wild Rice, 
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, whose timber appeared to the left when we 
started, and which we kept drawing nearer , 
to until we were within a mile of it. March- j 
ed along parallel to it till we struck the trail 
of Col. Averill’s detachment at Camp Libtjy, j 
and then crossed. Our camp is located a I 
yery respectful distance from the water— i 
about half a mile. Distance 16 miles. 

Camp Hackett.—Total from Camp Atchi- , 
son, 113 miles; from Missouri river, 238! 
miles. Sunday morning.—Yesterday was j 
variously spent by the soldiers in washing, j 
plumming, and roaming about the Red riv- j 
er—some went to the Wild Rice after plums. ; 
Co. H of the 9th was detached from the 10th, 
and ordered to report to the commander of 
Fort Abercrombie. Co. L, of the Rangers, 
stops here, and Co.’s A, D and G to Fort 
Ripley. Commenced growing chilly last 
night; commenced raining about midnight, 
and continues steadily yet. A miserable, 
disagreeable night. 

Tuesday night.—Homeward bound again, 
and in Minnesota ! Crossed the river in 
the ferry at the Fort. The river is so low 
that the boat reaches nearly across, and 
planks are laid in on both ends, so that a 
bridge is thus made, and the teams drive 
right over. Came eleven miles up the Red 
river. Camped within IJ miles ot Breckin¬ 
ridge. Country level as ever, but timber in 
sight in all direction-s. 

Camp Phelps, Aug. 26—2 p. m.— Cold, 
eohl nights. Reveille awoke us at 3^ this 
morning, and a severe march was reported 
—26 miles, and 20 without water. Have 
eome eighteen miles and been near the Otter 
Tail, thus having plenty of good water all 
the while. Are camped just above the low 
er crossing. Passed a shanty a mile or two 
back, and several remains of destroyed 
buildings. Level country ; timber scarce. 
The 6th in advance, we marched in two ranks 
in the road ; had rather march over the 
prairie. As usual, the camp is located about 
as far as possible from water—this time, a 

Camp White, 27th, Thursday.—The 6th 
was in the rear. Started late ; cool weather, 
and a good day to march. Marched in two 
ranks again. Came fifteen miles. Are 
camped among some lakes and near wood, 
for a wonder. The country is covered with 
lakes, however, and the camp couldn't have 
been placed a grt at ways from water. A 
shower was just upon us as we reached 
camp. The tents were hastily unloaded, and 


every man sieved a corner of a tent or a 
pin, and the teuts were pitched in about two 
minutes, so that we got dry ground for beds. 
Are near Pomme de Terre. 

Camp Heath—I)i,stance 15 miles—Aug. 
28th.—V’ery cold in the morning. Marched 
fast; 6th in the middle of the train. Little 
lakes, timber and good land all along. A 
fine country. Crossed a stream just before 
camping, said to be Pomme de Terre river. 
Many of the boys are plumming. Distance 
18 miles. 

Camp Sullivan, Saturday, 29th.—A white 
frost covered camp this morning, and a 
shout of gladness went ‘up, spontaneously, 
when the Assembly was blown, as we were 
all cold. The 6th was in the advance, but 
behind the head of the train, and we march¬ 
ed rapidly, with only one halt, until we 
reached camp. Traveled over a splendid 
country; charming lakes, and beautiful 
groves of good timber, and choicest land 
profusedly interspersed: now coming to 
some bluff and going down abruptly to a 
little nook with a fine lake and grove—now 
swelling out into an extensive prairie— 
“ broad acres ”—which at some not far dis¬ 
tant day will be peopled and improved. Got 
to camp by ten o’clock. Warm now! The 
boys arc gaming, plumming and fishing.— 
The restrictions against hunting are partial¬ 
ly removed. Distance 15 miles. 

Camp O’Connor, Monday night, 31st.— 
We laid over yesterday, as usual on Sabbath. 
Chaplain Bull of 6th, arrived witli dispatch¬ 
es from Gen. Pope, bringing them in place 
of Lieut. Col. Marshall. Have made eighteen 
miles to-day, winding around a good deal. 
Still among lakes and timber. We muster¬ 
ed for pay, to-night. Two months ago we 
were at Camp McLaren. We do not know 
where two mouths more will find us ; ])er- 
haps in a Southern field ; but surely we have 
cause for gratitude that after two months 
over the dreary wastes of Dakota, with such 
poor water and so severe duty, we are now 
as well as we are. Mail came into Camp 
O’Connor this morning. 

Camp Jones, Tuesday night.—On Jones’ 
Lake, on the plat laid out for Westport, 12 
miles from Sauk Center. As delightful a 
spot as the sun ever shone upon, or man 
ever trod. Surpassingly beautiful prairie, 
not level enough to be monotonous—a 
smooth, green sward as far as the eye can 
reach. A beautiful lake, with gravelly bot- 
I tom and beach, and fine grove. Imagina- 
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tion could not paint anything more beautiful 
in nature. The touch of art will make it 
nearly perfect. For once, the camp was 
placed conveniently. Messenger reached 
(ren. Sibley, with report of Indian atrocities 
on the Missouri. Miners killed. Distance 
17 J miles. 

Camp Beever, Wednesday, 2d Sept.—On 
through the same charming'scenery, till civ¬ 
ilization once more greeted us; and we 
passed ricks of hay, fields, farms, houses 
and yards, domestic animals, and white nien 
and women. Are camped at Sauk Center, 
and suppose we lay over at least a day. Had 
a white meal of biscuit, batter, cheese and 
milk. Distance 12 miles. 

Camp Rubles, Friday morning. Sept. 4th. 
—Yesterday, a beautiful day, was spent in 
various ramblings about Sauk Center, enjoy¬ 
ing ourselves as those only could who have 
been thus long away from civilization. This 
morning we separate; the 10th going to 
Fort Ridgely, Capt. Ruble’s company Of 
Rangers, and a section of Battery under Lt 
Dwele, remaining to accompany Gov. Ram¬ 
sey when he comes to Red Lake—on the 
Treaty Expedition, and the rest going to 
Fort Snelling. 

Friday night.—Made 18 J miles, and didn’t 
reach camp till nearly sundown, the 6th be¬ 
ing in the rear. Are camped on Maj.Cullen’s 
land, on an eminence commanding a fine 
view of Sauk Valley. Chilly. 

Camp Wilson, Saturday.—Richmond is 
taken by Gen. Sibley ! The Stars and Stripes 
float over it! Sixth was in advance, and 
reached the place about noon, crossing the 
Sauk river here. Gov. Ramsey, with part of 
his escort, reached here this afternoon, on 
his way to Red Lake. Col. Thomas is also 
here. Distance 16 miles. 

Camp Austin, Sunday.—Laid over. Ser¬ 
vices by Chaplain Bull and Bishop Whipple. 
Fine day. Mail came to us again. 


Monday evening.—A severe march of 19^ 
miles. Are now within 2J miles of Saint 
Cloud. The town is in sight, and the camp 
is filled with visitors. 

Camp Taylor, Tuesday, Sept. 8.—About 
six miles from St. Cloud, on the left bank of 
the Father of Waters. The 6th paraded 
St. Cloud pretty well, going to the lower fer¬ 
ry to cross, and then having to come back 
and cross at the upper ferry, where the 7th 
had crossed before. Reached camp about 
two p. m. General Sibley and Col. Crooks 
have gone on ahead, and Col. Averill now 
commanding. Distance 9 miles. 

Camp Daniels, Wednesday nighb—A long 
march of 21 miles ; camping on Big Lake. 
Cool morning, but warm afternoon. Are 
camped in the brush, right on the bank of 
the lake. ' 

Camp Anderson, Thursday, 10th.—Aris¬ 
ing early, we were marching by daylight.— 
Passed Orono and Itasca, and about ten 
o’clock, camped on high ground near Anoka. 
The morning was cool and showery, but the 
afternoon is as fine as possible. Distance 
19 miles. 

Camp Davys, Friday, 11th.—Within four 
miles of St. Anthony. Started about sun¬ 
rise ; warm day ; very dusty. Distance 16 
miles. ^ 

Camp Rice, Saturday, 2 p. m.—At Fort 
Snelling. Amid familiar sights and the 

warm embraces of loving friends, at the 

place where nearly all commenced soldier¬ 
ing, we make our last halt on this expedi¬ 
tion, take off our accoutrements, break int^ 
column and rest ! We forget our toil in the 
glad thought that we shdl all soon be at 
home. Distance 11 miles. ^ 

Camp Steele.—Total from Fort Abercrom¬ 
bie, 255 miles; total from Missouri river^ 
493 miles ; from Camp Pope, main Expedi¬ 
tion, 939 miles; from St. Paul via Camp 
Pope, 1,059 miles. ^

INDIAN CAMPAIGN UNDER GENERAL SIBLEY, 

DaEiNG THE Summer of 1863. 


Dr. Josiah S. Weiser, 1st Minn. Mounted 
Rangers, murdered by Indians, Friday after-' 
noon, July 24th, 186.3, at Camp Sibley, D.T.

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DISPOSITION OF THE MINN. REGIMENTS AFTER THE EXPEDITION- 


It ^ya3 geiiorally understood, when the Ex¬ 
pedition had reachedFt.Snelling. thatatleast 
three Reg'ts would go South, and perhaps 4. 
and it was rumored that the Brigade would 
not be separated, but after being paid and 
having furloughs, would again take up the 
line of march for Dixie. Dr. Wharton, the 
Medical Director, had recommended that 30 
days' furlough be granted the troops, in 
order to counteract the injurious effects of 
the poisonous alkali water, which had been 
our drink for three months. And it is cer¬ 
tain, that if the three regiments—6th, Tth and 
10th—could have been disbanded and eu- 
joyed thirty days at home, and then assem¬ 
bled and moved South together, no Brigade 
would ever have gone to the wars with bet¬ 
ter spirit.s. We had seen the hardest 
SK)ldier’s fare, in every respect but fighting, 
and now we wanted to go where wc could 
have that experience. But we were not to 
have that pleasure. We were to part, never 
to meet all together again. On the 18th of 
September, an order came and was announc¬ 
ed to the troops in Camp Steele, to the effect 
that the 7th, !)th and lOlh Regiments report 
in St. Louisj and the 6th remain in the State 
tor frontier defence. Accordingly, on the 
19th, while the 7th Regiment were receiving 
their pay and getting furloughs,,the (ith, 
much to its chagrin, but in obedience to 
causes which could not be controlled, reluct¬ 
antly “ struck tents,” and commenced its 
march towards Fort Ridgely. Co.’s B and 
K remained to garrison Fort Snelling, and 
D and 1 went via Minneapolis and Monti- 
ecllo, to the frontier. It is 120 miles I'rora 
Fort Snelling to Fort Ridgely, and some 80 
miles fartlier to the farthest frontier posts, 
which Imd to be garrisoned. Quite a long 
march, and would have been anticipated by 
ns. once, in anything but !i pleasant aspect, 
but could wc have gone to our homes, and 
had wo been pleased with the order, the 
march would have appeared as nothing. At 
Ottawa, on the Minnesota river, a few miles 
below St. Peter, we met the 10th Regiment 
€ii route for Dixie, which passed us with 


their field music playing that air. During 
our summer campaign, the 6th Regiment 
had been called ‘‘ Regulars,” the 7th ‘‘ Vol¬ 
unteers,” and the 10th “ Mlliiia.” Now the 
10th Boys shouted to us : “ How are you. 

Regulars?” '■ Good bye, Militia,” and mtwiy 
of us grasped the hands of warm friends, 
who parted from us there, perhaps, forever 
on earth. 

The six companies of the 6th Regiment 
reached Fort Ridgely on the 25th inst. A 
and F remained to garrison the Fort, and C, 
E, G and H moved to garrison the stockades. 
Various changes have since occurred. Co.’s 
D, E and H are escorting a train to Winne¬ 
bago Agency, Dakota Ter., (Dee. 14). A 
and B garrison Fort Ridgely; C, G, F, D 
and I are on the stockades, and Jv at Fort 
Snelling. One section of Battery, Lieut. 
Whipple and Capt. Jones, is at Snelling ; 
Lieut. Dwelle’s is at Fort Ripley; Lieut. 
Daniels’ at Pembina, and Lieut. Western’s 
at Fort Ridgely. The 1st Minn. Mounted 
Rangers are mustered out, and a new Cav¬ 
alry regiment being organized. 

The 7lh and 10th Regiments are mostly 
in St. Louis, JIo., and the 9th at Jefferson 
City, or thereabouts. The friends of these 
regiments, doubtless, would rather have 
them in the State, than in southern fields, 
blit there is a question with soldiers as to 
which is most dc.sirable. While there is no 
reason for supposing, as some do, that the 
dispositions of troops with the Indians in 
Sibley's Expedition was made so as to pro¬ 
long the Indian war, it requires no eagle eye 
to see that others besides military managers 
are willing that the Indian war shall last as 
long as the Rebellion di/es. Thus we need 
not shut our eyes to the fact that perhaps 
many such tedious marches over boundless, 
unwatered, untimbered, sterile plains, are 
before us. who remain in Minnesota, and 
perhaps this record of Sibley’s campaign 
may be but tame compared with what shall 
be written of Indian war in the Northwest.

Upon inspection we find this pamphlet 
bears an eliptical purple stamp of your Library, over which 
is a blind stamp partially covering up the name of the 
Library, and also an oblong stamp bearing the legend 
"EXCHANGED" under which is. a dotted line, and under which 
in turn is the word "LIBRARIAN." The top line above 
"EXCHANGE" is partially obliterated by the blind stamp, 
but I can make out that it begins with "U. S." and ends 
with "EY". As all three of these stamps appear old I 
presume the pamphlet was exchanged or sold by your Library 
some years ago. However, of course, before concluding its 
purchase we would appreciate a word from you as to 
whether your Library feels it has any claim upon the 
pamphlet. As we are in negotiation with its ovmer on 
a number of other books we would greatly appreciate an 
immediate answer either by telegraph collect or Special 
Delivery. 


It occurs to me that your Library 
may have a number of duplicates at this time which you 
might wish to exchange for other works needed by the 
Library or to sell for cash.
